Moore, who has given the subject 
careful attention, says tbis remedy is 
never known to fail and tbe treat- 
ment does trees no harm but on the 
oteer hand aids materially in their de- 
velopment. Mr. Moore 1* of tbe opin- 
ion that many trees in the city will 
be It Hied if the matter of protecting 
them and driving the pest away is 
not taken .up at once.

Los Aagelea, May 9.—The president 


and his party had their first taste of 
the ' hospitality of California. 
The 


weather was beautiful and nature 
seemed to have put on her brightest 
colors. Governor Gage and the Cali- 
fornia congressional delegation met 
the president at Redland*. in the San 
Bernardino valley, and welcomed him 
to the state. Through 'an avenue lined 
with^palms • and Venetian mast* the 
president drove over beds of rosesj be- 
neath a triumphal arch of uower* and' 
fruit, to the Casa Loma hotel, on the 
balcony of which the speaking took 
place. 
A drive through the ' orange 


proves and parks followed. All alone 
the route ladies showered the presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley with flowers, 
and through the" streets they bom- 
barded him 'from the windows with 
confetti until the air was a perfect 
maze of color. From Redland* to Los 
Angeles every station was'crowded. 


The approach to the city of LOB An- 


geles was Braided by cannon and 
whistles. The noisy welcome could 
be heard for" miles.'* As the train 
passed through the Chinese quarter of 
the city, long strings of firecrackers 
hung from awnings exploded like the 
continuous rattle of musketry. The 
city had been beautifully decorated. 
The streets were avenues of • masts 
festooned with yellow bunting and 
crowned with palm leaves and wreaths 
of laurel. 


At the station the party was met by 


the citizens' committee, and many dis- 
tinguished people from all over Cali- 
fornia. General Shafter. commander 
of the Department of the Pacific, with 
his entire staff in full uniform, had 
come down from the Presidio.' Secre- 
tary of the Navy Long, who was to 
have met the party at. San Francisco, 
also came here to meet the president, 
and was at the station. The party 
were driven in carriages to- the Van- 
nuyes hotel. An escort of artillery 
and several companies of militia had 
been provided to escort them, but the 
military and police had to flght their 
way through the enormous 
crowds 


which had swarmed into the city, 
drawn by the doubie attraction of the 
president's visit and the carnival now 
going on. At the hotel the president 
met Governor Nash of Ohio and the 
Ohio congressional delegation, who 
arrived an hour before. In the rotunda 
of the hotel the mayor of Los Angeles 
formally greeted the chief executive 
and extended to him the freedom of 
th city. 


After a speech by the president a 


short public reception was held in the 
parlors of the hotel. Meantime Mrs. 
McKinley and the ladies of the party 
had been driven to the Woman's club, 
where they met the ladies of Los 
Angeles. 


The president and :• Mrs. McKinley 


dined at the "Bivouac." the handsome 
residence of General Harrison Grey 
Otis, where, after a dinner, a private 
reception was held. They spent' the 
night at the "Bivouac." 


Governor Nash held a reception at 


the chamber of commerce. 


Some of the members of the presi- 


dent's party ascended Mount Lxiw, 
6,000 feet high,-whence they had a 
birdseye view of 70 miles of southern 
California and the Pacific ocean. 20 
miles out to sea. The members of the 
cabinet and other members of the par- 
ty witnessed the'brilliant illumination 
of the city streets. 


Without Significance. 


Berlin, May 9.—The Berliner Post 


publishes an inspired statement re- 
garding the firing by Germans oh the 
British tug Ego, at Tien Tsin, Satur- 
day. According to this version of the 
incident the boat belonged to a British 
light age company, but was being used 
at the time by the"*Chinese. It fouled 
the bridge over the Pei-Ho, which the 
Germans were guarding. The German 
watch called a halt, but the boatmen 
tried to escape hastily, and as they 
disregarded the third call to halt the 
watch flred.

found near at hand. All paper* be- 
longing to the man had been burned 
before he killed himself. 


Pollack arrived here Monday and 


registered' as James Fisher. He failed 
to appear during the next day and his 
room -was finally broken into and his 
body found. The coroner wan called 
in. , The deceased had not apparently 
stirred after firing the fatal shot. No 
clew could be obtained in the room, 
and the -name of R. N. Pollock was 
found sewed on the inside of hig coat. 
placed there by a Cleveland tailor. 
Pollock was well dressed and had $30 
ia his pocket. 
' ' 


Cleveland. May 9.— R. N. Pollock, 


who killed himself in Seattle, was the 
president of the Cuyahoga Savings 
and Banking company of this city. He 
was 38 years old. married, and had 
three children. He was the promoter 
of the bank, which' closed its doors 
last Monday. Pollock disappeared 10 
days ago and had not been definitely 
located until news of the suicide 
reached here. 


The condition of the bank IB yet a 


matter of conjecture, its books being 
in the hands of the receiver. The 
bank had deposits at one time to the 
extent of 1340,000. ' The' effect of ru- 
mors of the bank's weakness- was 
feared, and to avoid the outcome of an 
immediate demand for such a large 
sum of money the directors decided to 
suspend business, and a receiver was 
appointed. Other Cleveland bankers, 
it is said, would have gone to the as- 
sistance of the Cuyahoga Savings 
bank had they been asked. The bank 
was not prominent among the city's 
financial institutions, being located In 
the residence district, and its deposits 
being for small sums. -The receiver 
of the bank stated that Pollock did not 
take the money that was in the bank 
at the time of his leaving the city, 
and it is believed that, knowing that a 
crisis was near, Pollock sought safety 
in night. 
- The United States Carbon company, 
which went into the hands of a re- 
ceiver on account of the failure of the 
bank, is said to be not seriously in- 
volved, and it is expected to resume 
operations soon with increased facil- 
ities.
